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'Right-to-die'  bill  killed; 
$11  million  tax  cut  OK'd

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SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)'  -  The  Utah  House  has 
killed  the  “right  to  die”  bill,  a  measure  which  lacked 
support  of  the  Utah  Medical  Association. 

Later  the  Republican-dominated  Utah  House 
overcame  Democratic  delaying  tactics  Monday  and 
passed  a  three-bill  tax  reduction  package  totaling 
bearly  S 1 1  million. 

The  House  voted  32-39  to  kill  the  “right  to  die” 
bill  after  sponsor  C.  DeMont  Judd,  D-Ogden, 
threatened  to  withdraw  his  support  if  any  of  the 
proposed  amendments  were  adopted. 

The  bill  would  have  allowed  a  person  to  write  a 
directive  to  physicians  to  stop  treatment  if  the 
patient  became  unconscious  with  no  chance  of 
recovery,  or  if  the  patient  were  unconscious  more 
than  six  months. 

Under  existing  Utah  law  and  medical  practice, 
physicians  do  stop  treatment  after  consulting  the 
patient  and  family,  and  the  Utah  Medical  Association 
said  it  did  not  feel  it  needed  this  legislation. 

Judd  argued  the  bill  would  not  allow  mercy  killing, 
but  would  allow  the  patient  io  do  unconsciously 
what  he  would  do  if  he  were  conscious  and  able  to 
direct  a  physician.  Rep.  Lloyd  Selleneit,  R-Bountiful, 


failed  in  an  attempt  to  amend  the  bill  to  strengthen 
witness  requirements  for  the  directives  to  physicians. 
Judd  opposed  the  amendment,  saying  he  felt  that  it 
opened  a  door  to  a  living  will,  which  he  opposed. 

The  House  voted  50-15  to  decrease  the  income  tax. 

It  voted  to  revise  the  inheritance  tax  structure, 
virtually  eliminating  the  state  inheritance  tax  but 
allowing  the  state  a  portion  of  the  federal  estate 
taxes. 

The  third  measure  was  a  property  tax  relief  plan 
limited  to  those  65  and  older. 

Democrats  unsuccessfully  tried  to  postpone 
consideration  of  the  inheritance  tax  bill  until 
consideration  of  the  property  tax  bill.  The  Democrats 
wanted  the  property  tax  relief  extended  to  other 
low-income  families. 

The  income  tax  bill  would  trim  one-quarter  of  one 
per  cent  from  the  tax  rate  in  all  categories  and  would 
provide  $7.2  million  in  tax  relief. 

The  property  tax  relief  bill,  passed  65-8,  would 
provide  a  formula  for  those  over  65  to  get  credits  on 
their  income  tax,  providing  $2.4  million  in  tax  relief. 

The  inheritance  tax  bill,  passed  69-5,  was  expected 
to  reduce  state  revenue  $36,000  the  first  year  and  up 


to  $  1  million  the  second. 

The  sponsor,  Sen.  Charles  Bullen,  R-Logan,  said 
state  revenue  might  benefit  in  the  long  run.  He  said 
Utah’s  high  inheritance  tax  now  forces  people  with 
sizable  estates  to  leave  the  state. 

Bullen  said  revising  the  tax  might  encourage  those 
wealthy  people  to  return  to  Utah. 

Some  Democrats  reserved  the  right  to  seek  of  the 
inheritance  and  income  tax  reduction  bills. 

Tempers  flared  at  times,  with  Democrats  accusing 
Republicans  of  railroading  legislation,  through 
without  considering  the  Democrats’  feelings. 

At  one  point  House  Minority  Leader  Roger  Rawson 
of  Hooper  said  the  Democrats  would  be  “a  whole  lot 
easier  to  get  along  with”  if  the  Republicans  would  go 
along  with  their  wishes. 

Several  times  Democrats  moved  to  adjourn  or  to 
delay  action  on  the  tax  bills,  but  all  the  motions  were 
defeated  on  party  line  votes. 

The  only  tax  bill  passed  in  the  Senate  thus  far  was 
the  inheritance  tax  bill.  It  passed  27-2,  but  was 
recalled  by  the  Senate  and,  according  to  one  senator, 
was  held  hostage  while  the  House  considered 
property  tax  relief. 
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Volume  count,  service  and  the 
human  resources  of  a  library  staff 
are  all  essential  ingredients  of  a 
good  law  library,  he  said. 

“Volume  count  does  correlate 
quite  closely  with  quality.  There 
are  certain  standard  volumes  a  law 
library  has  to  have,”  he  said. 

Services  and  human  resources 
mean  how  a  library  can  deal  with 
its  needs,  through  the  technical 
process  as  well  as  the  professional 
prominence  of  a  staff,  Thomas 
added.  “A  library  staff  can  achieve 
professional  prominence  on  its 
own.  We  expect  our  staff  to 
contribute  to  our  growth.  An  active 
staff  like  we  have  here  at  BYU 
makes  a  library  much  stronger,”  he 
said. 

Growing  only  to  respond  to  its 
needs,  the  Law  Library  is 
constantly  receiving  new 
curriculum  to  support  new  faculty, 
Thomas  said. 


The  State  Tax  Commission  failed  to 
meet  its  Utah  County  reassessment 
deadlines  and  a  class  action  lawsuit  is 
possible,  attorney  Dayle  Jeffs  has  told 
the  City  Commission. 

Jeffs,  who  was  hired  by  the  city  to 
investigate  numerous  complaints  by 
Provo  citizens  of  huge  property  tax 
increases  and  other  iniquities,. said  that 
by  law  each  unit  of  property  in  Utah 
County  was  to  be  assessed  for  taxing 
purposes  by  April  15,  1976. 

Jeffs  said  the  assessments  were  not 
completed  until  Sept.  20,  and  many 


citizens  did  not  receive  their  tax  notices 
until  Sept.  28.  This  did  not  allow 
sufficient  time  for  those  who  felt  they 
were  taxed  unfairly  to  protest  before 
the  payment  was  due. 

“As  of  April  15,  the  State  Tax 
Commission  had  not  completed  their 
evaluations  of  very  many  units,”  Jeffs 
said. 

“A  class  action  could  be  brought 
about,”  he  added. 

Such  a  suit  would  take  about  18 
months  to  settle.  Jeffs  said  the  court 
costs  of  it  would  run  between  $10,000 
and  $20,000.  He  suggested  a  group  of 
2,000  or  so  citizens  band  together  and 
foot  the  legal  bill. 
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The  city  manager  emphasized  that 
this  price  is  still  a  bargain,  saying,  “This 
doesn’t  sound  high  anywhere  outside 
Utah  County.”  He  also  said  Utah 
County  rates  have  been  unreasonably 
low  because  of  heavy  county  subsidies, 
adding  that  “our  rates  are  the  lowest  in 
the  western  United  States.” 

The  advisory  board  also  voted  to 
accept  the  hiring  of  attorney  John  K. 
M.  Olsen  of  Provo  to  act  as  counsel. 

In  earlier  meetings,  the  board  had 
studied  plans  to  take  over  the  resource 
recovery  operation  begun  by  Devon 
Industries.  But  after  further  study  the 
board  decided  it  would  be  too  costly. 
Board  chairman  James  Mangum  has 
said  some  portion  of  Devon’s  operation 
may  be  used  in  the  future. 


Dr.  Joseph  R.  Murphy 
. .  .  forum  speaker 
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Society  does'  not  have  to  choose 
between  people  and  wildlife,  Dr. 
Joseph  Murphy,  today’s  forum  speaker 
and  an  expert  on  eagles,  has  said. 

Sometimes  the  fights  between 
environmentalists  and  developers  make 
it  seem  like  it  is  an  either  or  situation, 
he  added.  “People  would  be  the  most 
important  if  it  came  down  to  choices, 
but  we  can  have  both  if  we  will  plan 
wisely  and  use  our  resources.” 

In  his  lecture  today  at  10  a.m.  in  tfye 
Marriott  Center,  Dr.  Murphy,  professor 
Of  zoology,  will  discuss  some  of  the 
ways  eagles  can  be  preserved  without 
posing  any  threat  to  the  advancement 
of  society. 

He  will  also  talk  about  the  eagle’s 
historical  place  in  religion,  legends  and 
national  symbolism. 

Dr.  Murphy  will  use  slides  and  a  live 
eagle  to  help  demonstrate  his 
comments.  He  will  also  talk  about  the 
paradox  of  why,  when  the  eagle  has 
been  venerated  for  so  long,  some 
people  continue  to  persecute  it. 

Murphy  has  been  working  with,  and 
doing  research  on,  eagles  since  1960. 
He  is  currently  president  of  the  Raptor 
Research  Foundation  and  joint 
secretary  of  the  International  Council 
for  Bird  Preservation.  He  was  Honors 
Program  Professor  of  the  Year  in  1965 
and  received  the  Karl  G.  Maeser  Award 
for  Teaching  Excellence  in  1967. 


“You  need  to  organize  yourselves,” 
Jeffs  advised  the  City  Commission  as 
well  as  about  50  citizens  who  attended 
the  meeting. 

If  the  “citizen  impetus”  is  strong 
enough,  Jeffs  Said  he  was  confident 
that  the  city  could  win  the  lawsuit,  and 
thus  roll  back  the  1976  taxes  to  the 
level  of  1975. 

Jeffs  suggested  that  legislative 
measures  be  taken  to  insure  that  huge 
tax  jumps  would  not  take  place  again. 
He  also  said  that  individual  citizens 
could  sue  the  Tax  Commission,  with  a 
tax  refund  being  the  result  of  a 
successful  lawsuit. 

The  combination  of  the  higher  1976 
reassessments  and  failure  to  reduce  the 
projected  percentage  intake  by 
tax-receiving  units  caused  the 
skyrocketing  taxes,  Jeffs  said. 

Jeffs  said  part  of  the  problem  in  not 
meeting  the  taxing  deadlines  this  year 
was  the  “physically  impossible”  nature 


By  law,  each  parcel  of  land  'in  the 
state  must  be  reassessed  every  \  five 
years,  Jeffs  said.  This  is  done  oV  a 
rotating  county  basis.  With  the  large 
number  of  taxable  properties  in  the 
larger  counties  and  the  small  number  of 
assessors,  it  isn’t  possible  to.  complete 
the  reassessment  requirement,  he  said 
For  example,  the  largest  county  in 
the  state,  Salt  Lake  County,  is 
currently  being  assessed,  Jeffs  said.  He 


noted  that  more  than  half  the  taxable 
properties  in  the  state  are  in  that 
county,  and  that  “we’ll  all  be  dead  and 
gone  before  they  finish  Salt  Lake 
County.” 

Jeffs  noted,  “There  are  some  grave 
inequities  in  the  statues.”  He  said 
Geneva  Steel,  for  instance,  paid  almost 
$165,000  less  in  taxes  in  1976  than  in 
1975.  He  also  said  that  utilities  were 
taxed  using  a  different  formula  than 
private  citizens.  That  usually  meant 
lower  taxes  for  utilities,  he  said. 

“There  is  no  question  in  my  mind 
that  the  utilities  do  not  pay  their  fair 
share,”  Jeffs  said. 

Reaction  to  Jeffs’  findings  were 
generally  positive.  Mayor  Russell 
Grange  endoresed  the  class  action  suit, 
and  offered  to  use  the  city’s 
Neighborhood  Program  to  organize 
support  and  gain  the  necessary 
finances. 

_ Commissioner  J.  Earl  Wignall 

received  the  findings  less 
enthusiastically,  saying,  “As  far  as  this 
year’s  dollars  go,  I  don’t  think  we  will 
ever  get  them  back.”  However,  Wignall 
joined  several  other  citizens  in  calling 
for  a  “watchdog  committee”  to  keep 
checks  on  excessive  spending  by 
agencies  receiving  tax  monies. 

Commissioner  E.  Odell  Miner  moved 
that  the  city  meet  with  school  and 
county  representatives  as  well  as  the 
Central  Utah  Project  to  seek  solutions 
and  possible  action.  The  motion  was 
passed  unanimously. 


Provo  allocates  money 
for  drain  revision  study 


After  Mayor  Ruseell  Grange  voiced 
worries  that  dollars  spent  on  studies  are 
often  wasted  dollars,  the  Provo  City 
Commission  decided  Monday  to  spend 
$7,500  of  the  city’s  federal 
revenue-sharing  funds  to  update  the 
city’s  storm  drain  master  plan. 

“Studies  are  the  greatest  racket  on 
earth  these  days,”  the  mayor  said  after 
hearing  city  engineer  Jack  Zibres’ 
request  for  the  $7,500  allocation. 

“I’m  like  you,  mayor,  and  don’t  like 
to  spend  money  on  studies  if  they  are 
not  to  be  used,”  Zirbes  replied,  and 
assured  the  mayor  the  money  will  be 
well-used. 


Then  Grange  asked  Zirbes  if  $7,500 
would  be  sufficient  money  and  “not 
just  a  token  effort.”  The  mayor  also 
expressed  concern  that  the  study  might 
have  to  be  redone  next  year.  Zirbes 
then  assured  the  mayor  that  the  $7,500 
would  be  enough  money  and  that  the 
study  would  not  have  to  be  done  again. 

Zirbes  said  a  similar  ,study  for  Salt 
Lake  City  saved  that  city  millions  of 
dollars  in  the  construction  of  storm 
drainage  systems.  “If  we  can  save 
money  by  retention  then  the  $7,500 
will  be  well-spent,”  he  said. 

The  commission  also  passed  an 
ordinance  changing  the  licensing  of 
private  guard  agencies  in  the  city. 
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of  United  States  Steel  remain 
completely  neutral. 

“This  is  strictly  a  union  election,  and 
we  cooperate  with  the  steelworkers  in 
setting  up  the  election,”  said  Frank  S. 
Dain,  supervisor  of  Personnel  Services 
at  Geneva.  He  explained  that  as  a 
whole,  steel  plant  personnel  could  not 
say  if  they  favored  one  candidate  over 
the  other.  Contending  for  the  office 
and  title  of  the  USW  president  are 
Lloyd  McBride,  60,  and  38-year-old 
Edward  Sadlowski. 

With  the  upcoming  election, 
however,  Dain  anticipates  no  changes 
toward  existing  local  policies  at  the 
steel  plant,  although  the  election’s 
outcome  will  affect  the  direction  of  the 
union  as  a  whole  and  could  also  have 
major  implications  for  the  nation’s 
economy. 

The  USW  is  the  largest  unit  of  the 
AFL-CIO  and  often  sets  the  pattern  for 
other  unions.  An  abrupt  shift  in  USW 
policy  could  have  far-reaching  impact 
on  other  industries. 

In  the  last  international  election, 
local  Union  Pres.  Edward  Anderson 
noted,  an  estimated  2,500  of  3,700 
workers  in  his  union  voted.  There  are 
ten  local  unions  in  Utah  County. 


In  order  for  the  two  candidates  to  be 
on  the  ballot  for  the  national  office, 
Anderson  explained  that  they  must 
first  win  nominations  within  a  number 
of  local  unions.  According  to  the  local 
president,  McBride  received  about 
3,600  nominations,  while  Sadlowski 
got  about  400. 

McBride  is  supported  by  the  retiring 
incumbent  president,  I.  W.  Abel. 

McBride’s  opposition,  Sadlowski,  38, 
is  director  of  the  Chicago-Gary  district. 
In  announcing  his  candidacy, 
Sadlowski  has  put  his  $35,000-a-year 
job  on  the  line. 

With  thousands  of  steelworkers 
unemployed,  one  of  the  major  issues  of 
the  campaign  centers  around  jobs. 
Sadlowski  opposes  the  old  union 
leader’s  efforts  to  stop  the  loss  of 
employment.  This  effort  is  known  as 
the  Experimental  Negotiating 
Agreement  (ENA),  a  no-strike  clause. 

Anderson  explained  that  the  purpose 
of  ENA  was  to  agree  not  to  have  a 
strike  on  a  national  level.  It  will  still 
make  it  possible,  however,  to  strike  on 
a  local  level,  Anderson  added.

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Elder  Monson  calls  on  students 
to  'choose  the  hard  way'  in  life

Three  decisions  that  students  will  have  to  make  in 
their  lives  were  the  topic  of  Elder  Thomas  S. 
Monson’s  12-Stake  Fireside  address  Sunday  night. 

Citing  results  of  decisions  made  by  Adam  and  Eve, 
Noah  and  Joseph  Smith,  Elder  Monson,  in  his  address 
entitled  “Decisions  1977,”  answered  for  the  19,300 
attending,  the  questions,  “What  shall  be  my  faith?” 
“Whom  shall  I  marry?”  and  “What  shall  be  my  life’s 
work?” 

According  to  Elder  Monson,  the  answer  to  the  first 
question  -  “What  shall  be  my  faith?”  —  can  have 
far-reaching  effects. 

Students  should  put  their  faith  and  confidence  in 
Heavenly  Father,  read  the  scriptures  and  then  pray 
and  put  their  decisions  to  the  test,  he  said. 

Elder  Monson  related  an  experience  from  the 
mission  field  about  a  Dutch  family  who  desired  to  be 
taught  the  Gospel,  the  elders  assigned  to  the  area 
procrastinated  teaching  the  family. 

Finally,  he  said.  Sister  Monson  provoked  them  into 
going  to  teach  the  family. 

The  Jacob  DeJagar  family  was  soon  baptized.  Elder 
DeJagar  is  now-  a  member  of  the  First  Quorum  of 
Seventy  and  the  presiding  authority  over  the 
missionary  work  in  Southeast  Asia. 

The  decision  to  teach  that  family  had  eternal 
consequences  not  only  for  the  DeJagar  family  but 
also  for  millions  of  other  people,  he  said. 

Elder  Monson  then  posed  the  question  “Whom 
shall  I  marry,”  briefly  telling  of  how  he  met  his  wife 
and  how  they  came  to  be  married.  He  then  quoted 
Elder  Bruce  R.  McConkie  saying,  “There  is  nothing 
more  important  than  to  marry  the  right  person  at  the 
right  time  in  the  right  place  by  a  person  who  has  the

right  authority.” 

Elder  Monson  mentioned  briefly  that  at  no  time 
had  he  heard  of  any  mission  president  counseling  a 
missionary  to  be  married  within  six  months  of  his 
release.  He  said  that  it  was  probably  a  rumor  started 
by  a  returned  missionary  or  by  a  returned 
missionary’s  girlfriend. 


He  advised  students  to  take  the  time  to  get  to  know 
each  ether  before  they  get  married  to  determine  their 
campatability  and  not  to  get  married  after  just  a 
“weekend  romance.” 

“What  shall  be  my  life’s  work?”  was  Elder 
Monson’s  next  topic.  He  advised  students  to  study 
and  prepare  in  a  field  of  work  that  they  enjoy, 
because  they  would  work  in  that  field  for  most  of 
their  lives. 

He  also  challenged  them  to  find  a  field  that  would 
challenge  their  intellect,  tax  their  talents,  and  provide 
adequate  remuneration  for  the  support  of  their 
families. 

“You  are  the  one  who  has  to  decide...”  he  said. 
“Don’t  take  counsel  of  your  fears... I  plead  with  you 
to  choose  the  hard  way,”  said  Elder  Monson  in  a  plea 
to  the  students  to  make  the  most  of  their  abilities  and 
talents. 

Elder  Monson  gave  the  example  of  Admiral  Chester 
Nimitz  who  as  an  ensign  was  courtmartialed  but  later 
became  admiral  of  the  Pacific  fleet,  not  choosing  to 
accept  defeat  by  listening  to  his  fears. 

He  next  gave  the  example  of  a  scambling  second 
effort  of  Y.A.  Tittle  which  won  a  football  game  in 
the  last-minute  touchdown  for  the  New  York  Giants. 
Elder  Monson  then  urged  the  audience  to  give  the 
second  effort  and  a  third  and  fourth  effort,  if  need 
be,  to  succeed. 

Elder  Monson  said  students  should  read  Section 
nine  of  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants  and  do  as  the 
Lord  commanded,  to  study  out  a  decision  in  their 
minds  and  then  take  it  to  the  Lord  in  prayer  to 
receive  an  answer  to  prayer. 

He  said  Tahitian  seafarers  are  some  of  the  greatest 
seamen  in  the  world,  setting  out  to  sea  no  matter  how 
adverse  the  conditions.  They  pray  and  then  they  go. 


Whale  herd  beaches  itself 


MAY  PORT,  Fla.  (AP)  -  At  least  41  dead  pilot 
whales  were  counted  Monday  at  Fort  George  Inlet, 
where  a  herd  of  the  mammals  returned  to  the  beach 
persistently  despite  human  efforts  to  shove  them 
back  to  sea. 

About  20  divers  plunged  into  the  water  in  an  effort 
to  head  off  40  to  50  whales  trying  to  come  ashore 
against  the  falling  tide,  said  Lt.  Glenn  Keefer  of  the 
Florida  Marine  Patrol. 

“They  are  kind  of  in  a  frenzy  out  there,  both  our 
people  and  the  whales,”  he  said. 

Keefer  said  as  many  as  100  whales  may  have  died 
since  Sunday  on  the  shore  and  a  sandbar  200  yards 
out  in  the  inlet  at  the  mouth  of  the  St.  Johns  River 
east  of  Jacksonville. 

“It’s  difficult  to  say  exactly  how  many  because 
some  have  washed  back  out  to  sea,”  Keefer  said. 
“Some  are  on  the  beach  covered  with  sand  and  others 
are  on  sandbars.” 

Volunteers  waded  in  the  chilly  waters  throughout 
the  night,  trying  to  save  the  whales.  But  frustration 
and  workaday  duties  thinned  the  ranks  of  the  mercy 
crews  Monday.  And  the  air  temperature  dipped  to  28 
degrees. 


No,  these  whales  aren't  sun  tanning.  About  100  of 
them  died  while  stranded  on  the  beach.

MOSCOW  -  The  Soviet  Union  launched  a  space 
ship  with  two  men  aboard  Monday  to  continue 
experiments  with  the  orbiting  space  station  Salyut  5, 
the  Tass  news  agency  announced. 

The  purpose  of  the  launching,  the  agency  reported, 
was  “to  continue  scientific-technical  studies  and 
experiments  with  the  orbital  station  Salyut  5  started 
on  July  7th  last  year  during  the  joint  flight  of  the 
transport  ship  Soyuz  21  and  the  station  Salyut  5.”

SALISBURY,  Rhodesia  —  Seven  white  Roman 
Catholic  missionaries,  including  four  nuns,  were  lined 
up  and  shot  in  a  guerrilla  attack  that  stunned 
Christian  church  groups  in  Rhodesia  and  brought  an 
expression  of  “profound  grief”  from  Pope  Paul  VI. 

Officials  said  it  was  the  worst  group  killing  of 
whites  in  four  years.

LONDON  -  Queen  Elizabeth  II’s  Silver  Jubilee  has 
opened  with  a  royal  memorial  service  for  her  father, 
press  tributes  to  her  25-year  reign  and  a  newspaper 
tempest-in-a-teapot  over  the  words  of  the  official 
Jubilee  hymn. 

Spain  plans  Soviet  relations 

MADRID,  Spain  -  The  Spanish  government  is 
about  to  establish  diplomatic  relations  with  the 
Soviet  Union  for  the  first  time  since  the  Spanish  Civil 
War  in  the  1930s,  a  high  government  source  said 
Monday.

Professor  Joseph  R.  Murphy 

“EAGLES  AND  MEN:  AN  ANCIENT  ALLIANCE” 


"Eagles  and  Men:  An  Ancient  Alliance"  is  the 
title  of  the  Forum  address  to  be  presented  by 
Joseph  R.  Murphy  on  February  8.  In  this  address 
he  will  concentrate  on  a  discussion  of  a  definite 
phase  of  human  cultural  history  rather  than  em¬ 
phasizing  biology  of  eagles  as  such.  He  will 
begin  with  a  brief  description  of  the  kinds  and 
distribution  of  eagles  throughout  the  world  and 
show  slides  of  representative  types. 

"The  earliest  human  contacts  with  eagles  as 
a  symbol  of  courage  and  power  will  be  explored, 
beginning  with  ancient  civilizations,  including 
Biblical  references  to  the  eagle.  The  utilization 
of  the  eagle  as  a  symbol  in  human  culture  will 
then  be  traced  through  the  period  of  ancient 
Rome  and  the  early  cultures  of  the  Americas. 
North  American  Indian  traditions  in  respect  to 
eagles  will  be  emphasized  as  well. 

"The  personification  of  America  through  the 
Bald  Eagle  as  our  national  symbol  will  also  re¬ 
ceive  attention,  beginning  with  the  American 
colonies  earliest  symbol,  which  was  not  an  eagle 
but  an  Indian  maiden,  through  the  adoption  of 
the  great  seal  embodying  the  Bald  Eagle  as  the 
central  feature,  in  1782.  Dr.  Murphy  will  then 
demonstrate  how  the  Bald  Eagle  was  utilized  ex¬ 


tensively  in  various  forms  of  arts  and 
during  the  post-colonial  period,  when  it  b« 
thoroughly  identified  with  the  enterprise 
spirit  of  the  new  nation.  He  will  also  atten 
show  how  the  eagle  has  persisted  in  [ 
aspects  of  americana  to  the  present  day.

“We  are  concerned  about  the 
crowded  conditions  not  only  in 
the  physical  therapy  area  but  in 
other  areas  of  the  center  also.” 
Frame  said.  “We  are  better  off 
than  most  other  schools.  Many 
college  health  centers  have  only 
one  or  two  rooms  total  to  work 


with,  many  that  are  serving 
student  bodies  as  large  as  BYU 
and  some  even  larger.  The  BYU 
Health  Center  is  considered  by 
many  to  be  the  finest  in  the 
country.” 

“It  is  very  helpful  if  students 
see  the  same  person  who  treated 
them  previously,”  said  Nadine 
Kimball,  coordinator  of  campus 
programs  for  the  Health  Center. 
“We  encourage  students  to  try 
to  remember  the  person  who 
treated  them  and  ask  to  see 
them  on  a  return  visit.  However, 
for  the  student  who  cannot 
remember  the  name  of  the 
person,  we  are  installing  a  board 
with  pictures  of  all  the  staff  to 
aid  in  identification.” 

“Most  students  would  like  to 
have  a  full  examination  when 


one  is  not. required.”  Frame  said. 
“The  doctors  or  nurses  will 
examine  the  student  very 
thoroughly  based  on  the 
symptoms  or  complaints  of  the 
student.  This  type  of 
examination  is  all  that  is 
necessary  most  of  the  time.  If  a 
full  examination  is  necessary, 
the  student  will  receive  one.”  he 
said. 

“We  feel  that  the  survey  has 
helped  us  gain  information 
which  will  improve  our  service 
to  the  students  at  the  Y,”  Frame 
said. 

Some  of  the  survey  questions 
asked  students  how  well  they 
were  treated  by  the  doctor  or 
nurse  as  well  as  by  lab 
technicians,  receptionists,  and 
pharmacists.

Court  to  review 
death  sentences 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  -  Twenty  days  after 
the  state  executed  Gary  Gilmore,  the  killer  who 
wanted  to  die,  the  Utah  State  Bar  has  adopted  a 
resolution  seeking  mandatory  review  by  the  State 
Supreme  Court  of  all  death-penalty  cases. 

The  statute  under  which  Gilmore  was  convicted 
did  not  allow  for  Such  review.  If  it  did,  observers 
say,  Gilmore  probably  would  be  alive  today. 

Instead,  Gilmore  fought  every  attempt  to  save 
him  from  the  firing  squad.  He  personally  appealed 
to  the  State  Supreme  Court  to  allow  him  to  die 
“like  a  man.” 

“If  there  ever  was  a  case  that  should  have  been 

reviewed,  it  was  Gilmore’s,”  Salt  Lake  County 
Atty.  R.  Paul  Van  Dam  told  the  weekend  bar 
meeting. 

Gilmore  was  shot  18  minutes  after  sunrise  on 
Jan.  17. 

“Under  our  law,  the  court  had  no  opportunity 
to  do  anything  other  than  what  was  done”  in  the 
Gilmore  case,  argued  Justice  J.  Allan  Crockett  of 
the  State  Supreme  Court.  He  said  Utah  law  does 
not  allow  a  review  unless  a  defendant  requests  it. 

Crockett  told  the  bar  it  would  be  a  good  idea  if 
the  Utah  requirement  for  a  separate  trial  on  the 
imposition  of  the  death  penalty  be  done  away 
with.

Concert  opens 
vistas  of  dance

“BYU,  fasten  your  seat  belts,  we’re  going  to  take 
you  on  a  rocket  ride.” 

Starbuck,  the  No.  10  group  in  the  nation  last  year, 
made  that  claim  Thursday  night  and  performed  one 
of  the  best  pillow  concerts  ever  held  in  the  Wilkinson 
Center  Ballroom.  Nearly  1,300  people  attended  the 
concert. 

The  group  is  known  for  its  hit  songs,  “Moonlight 
Feels  Right”  and  “I  Got  to  Know.”  They  performed 
these  hits  to  a  responsive  audience. 

One  of  the  high  points  of  the  evening  was  Bo 
Wagner’s  tap  dance  solo.  Wagner,  an  expert 
percussionist,  was  also  expert  on  his  toes.  Performing 
on  a  huge  metal  trunk,  Wagner  brought  the  house 
down  with  his  dancing.  His  timbale  solo  also 
mesmerized  the  audience. 

By  using  22  different  musical  instruments,  the 
group  kept  the  music  moving  along  and  eliminated 
the  typical  highs  and  lows  that  plague  most  groups  in 
performance. 

Harmonizing  by  the  group  was  probably  the 
weakest  point,  but  even  that  was  very  good. 
Starbuck’s  greatest  asset  is  its  all-in-all  musical  ability. 

Starbuck  hails  from  the  peanut  state  of  Georgia  and 
has  been  together  over  three  years.  The  song 
“Moonlight  Feels  Right”  was  peddled  to  16  different 
record  companies  before  it  was  released.  Once  it 
made  the  top,  record  companies  that  previously 
turned  the  group  down  asked  to  have  the  chance  to 
have  Starbuck  on  their  label. 

The  biggest  surprise  of  the  concert  was  during  the 
last  few  minutes  when  two  charges  of  flash  powder 
were  ignited.  The  effect  was  a  real  “Starbuck”  to  the 
audience,  and  the  concert-goers  had  “stars”  in  their 
eyes. 

One  of  the  reasons  that  Starbuck  performed  so 
well  was  that  group  members  had  a  good  attitude 
about  performing  and  wanted  to  put  on  a  good  show. 
Before  going  on,  members  of  the  group  were  nervous 
and  afraid  that  the  BYU  audience  wouldn’t  accept 
them.  Their  fears  were  diminished  as  the  BYU  crowd 
yelled  for  more  of  the  group’s  fast-paced  music. 
“Starbuck”  left  BYU  and  Provo  as  a  “hit”  in  the  eyes 
of  those  who  attended  the  concert. 


A  look  through  the  many  windows  of 
dance,  each  frame  a  different  size,  each 
pane  a  different  color,  was  offered  to 
three  sell-out  audiences  at  the  “World 
of  Dance”  concert  last  weekend. 

This  is  the  second  year  in  a  row  that 
the  popular  dance  concert  has  sold  out 
on  all  three  performances,  according  to 
Gary  Hopkinson,  production  director. 
It’s  no  wonder  that  the  “World  of 
Dance”  draws  large  audiences  -  it 
offers  something  for  everyone. 

A  smorgasbord  of  dance  numbers  not 
only  entertained  but  also  educated  the 
audience.  A  taste  of  modem,  classical 
and  folk  dance  was  displayed  in  19 
fast-moving  numbers. 

One  of  the  purposes  of  the  annual 
“World  of  Dance”  concert  is  to  present 
a  good  cross-section  of  .  dance  to  widen 
the  spectator’s  experience.  “We  tried  to 
give  the  audience  a  look  at  new  things, 
using  windows  as  a  figurative  symbol,” 
Hopkinson  said. 

The  theme  of  the  concert  was 
introduced  with  a  “Window  Dance”  by 
the  Modem  Dance  Company.  “Where 
do  you  look  for  dance?”  the  announcer 
asked.  “Through  any  window,”  he 


replied  as  two  huge  window  frames 
became  visible  on  the  stage. 

The  antics  on  the  people  passing  by 
the  windows  “broke  the  ice”  with  the 
audience,  and  peals  of  laughter 
accompanied  the  pantomime  behind 
the  giant  window  panes. 

The  Modern  Dance  Company 
presented  three  other  numbers, 
including  excerpts  from  “Ex’ados.” 
The  “Orbital  Holiday”  routine  from 
that  work  particularly  impressed  the 
audience  as  dancers  suspended  from  the 
ceiling  literally  flew  across  the  stage. 

The  colorful  costumes  and  the 
boundless  energy  of  the  International 
Folk  Dancers  heightened  the 
excitement  of  the  concert. 

A  look  through  the  classical  window 
of  dance  revealed  a  touching  romantic 
ballet,  “With  Love,”  danced  to  the 
gentle  strains  of  “Nadia’s  Theme”  by 
Theater  Ballet. 

The  premiere  of  the  Social  Dance 
Demonstration  Team  was  a  success  as 
the  new  group  presented  the  “Mambo 
Hustle.”
